Accident Took Place Just Outside Queenston at Sharp 
Curve on Niagara Falls Park and River Railway—Was

Leaving Wire, Brakes Not 


Working, and Motorman Not Having Supply of Sand 
for Rails—Pitiful Scenes in Toronto Last.Night

TORONYO, July 7—Coming down 
the steep incsine that leads to the 
sharp curve just outside Queenston, 
a-car on the Niagara Falls Park and 
River Railway, loaded -with excur- 
slonists from the Toronto Sunday 
schools of Woodgreen Methodist and 
St. Johns Presbyterian cheieches. re- 
turning home after a day's picnick- 
ing, Jumped the track, crashed 
against a trolley pole and turned tur- 
tle. The rear halt of the cur was 
completely wrecked and ten persons 
were killed Outright. The car wak 
closely packed and the number of 
injured, is likely to total between 60 
and 60, Many of the latter were 
hurried to Niagara Falla but a num- 
ber were brought to this city on the 
Ningara line steamer Chippewa. | Of 
these, four died during the trip ac- 
ross the lake, making a total of 14 
dead, 

As soon as possible © word of the 
necident was sent to the military 
camp at Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
doctors and medical equipment were

Cause of the Accident, 

The cause of the accident, accord- 
ing to Dr. Arthur Lipman, was the 
trotley coming off the wire. the 
brakes not working and the motor- 
man not having a supply of sand to 
spill on the rails. Dr. Lipman said 
that the motorman of the car told 
him these facts, Or. Lipman was a 
pussenger on the ill-fated car. and 
received slight injuries to his head,

PETROGRAD, July 7, via London, 
July 8, 2:24 a.m.—The following Rus- 
sian official statement regarding the 
progress of hostilities was given out 
here tonight:

ANOTHER COUNTER ATTACK 


On Sunday They Made Third Attempt in Week to Regain Ground 
Lost to Allies in Their Last Attack—Enemy Was Com- 
pletely Unsuccessful and Suffered Severely.

LONDON, July 7—-The Gallipoli peninsula again has been the scene of 
very severe fighting, the Turks on Sunday having made their third attempt 
within a week to regain the ground which the allies took from them in their 
last attack, Sunday's offensive, like those which proceeded, resulted, accord- 
ing to British and French reports issued tonight, in the complete discom- 
fiture of the Turks, who are said to have suffered again severely, 

The allies are only six miles from their first goal, the narrows of the 
Dardanelles, bul the country between is strongly fortified and a gain of a few 
hundred yards is all that can be expected at a time.

The City of Athens has 
named a street in his honor, calling it 
“La Rue de Byron,” In further tri- 
bute to his memory the Hellenic gov- 
ernment in the year 1911 passed plans 
for the erection at Missoloughi of « 
suitable Monument, to be surrounded 
by a small ornamental garden, upon 


the spot where Byron died, in April 
of 1824. In the Heroon, or burial 


place, of the Grecian champions of 
freedom, many of whose mortal re- 
mains repose beneath a large mound, 
stands the (Byron monument, 
was erected in 1881.

FRENCH REPORT SAYS WAS 
EVERYWHERE REPULSED 


Turks Were Mowed Down by Ar- 
tillery. and Rifle 


Paris. July ; 5 opm.-The 
French war department this afternoon 
gave out the following statement on 
recent operations in the Dardanelles: 

“In the Daranelles on the fifth of 
July the Turks delivered uo general 
attack the most important they have 
undertaken si@ge their efforts in the 
early days of May, Their purpose was 
to drive ua into the sea, 

“At four o'clock in the morning «a 
very intense artillery fire was opened 
on our firat lines as well as on the 
zone behind these lines occupied by 
French and British troops, The enemy 
subsequently endeavored to deliver 
several infantry attacks, but not one 
Was successful in coming as far as our 
trenches, Decimated by our artillery 
fire and mowed down by our rifles and 
machine guns, most of our assaiiaiuis 
never left the field of battle, During 
this action batteries of the enemy 6n 
the Asiatic coast tired without Inter- 
ruption, A Turkish cruiser steaming 
between (Maidos and Chanak, also 
took part in the engagements, On sev- 
eral different ocacsions aviators of the 
enemy bonrbharded our lines, 

“At the end of the day a group of 
about 15 British and French aviators 
flew over the Turkish aerodrome at 
Chanak ,threw down several bombs 
and were successful in striking the 
principal hangar with a big bomb."

Overscas Club, London. Asks City to 
Contribute $7,500, Cost of Machine 
For War Service, 
Montreal, July 7.—A_ suggestion 
was made to the city authorities in a 
letter from the Overseas Club of Lon- 
don, received yesterday, that Montreal 
join in a movement that ‘s spreading 
throughout the Empire and contr!- 
bute $7,500 for building an aeroplane 
for war service, the flying machine to 
be named after the city. The letter 
fayored the idea of a league of cities 
in the matter of supplying airships, 
stating that five have been sapiplied ‘in 
this manner, It was added that the 
plan has the approval of the -army 
council, the King and Lord Kitchener.
